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General Plan, Housing Element ‘hot items’at Council 


The General Plan and the status of the Housing 
Element was one of the hot items on the City Council 
agenda Tuesday evening. 

Councilman Lee Cline had asked earlier that it 


Council stands firm 
on assessing fees for 
Art Fair participants 

Barbara McClure, chairperson of the Sierra Madre 
Friends of the Library Art Fair scheduled for May 
15 and 16, said she was “not aware nor was 1 made 
aware” that their vendors would have to pay the $30 
business license for the two-day affair. “We were 
not able to notify our vendors in time.” 

They had requested with a letter to the city (and 
there is a letter to the editor in The News) that the 
city waive the fee this year. She said, “It comes out 
of our pocket.” 

Councilman Gary Adams said, “That’s the re¬ 
sponsibility of the city to collect the money, not your 
responsibility. I can’t believe your vendors can’t af¬ 
ford the fee.” 

McClure responded, “We’re raising this money 
for the city...You’re fining us for raising money for 
our library....If we’d known ahead of time so we’d 
charge them....” She continued, “We polled the 
artists and they said they can’t afford the fee.” 

Adams said, “1 don’t believe it. This is a busi¬ 
ness for them. If we have the ordinance requesting 
permit fees (the ordiwuicc was passed three years 
ago), it’s high time we started collecting. ” 

The council voted unanimously that the city 
would send a letter to each vendor, explaining that

Grand Marshal

The May 19 deadline is approaching for 
your suggestions for Grand Marshal of the 1993 
Sierra Madre Fourth of July Parade. 

No forms are necessary. Just write your 
entry on a piece of paper and take it to the Sierra 
Madre News office in a sealed envelope marked 
“Parade Marshal.” 

The nominees should be local residents. 
The Fourth of July Committee will make the 
final decision. 
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be placed on the agenda and he contends that the plan 
has not been certified by the Department of Housing 
and Community Developer (HCP). 

He asked if the city were at risk and could the 
city lose funds as a result of the noncompliance? 

The Housing Element and overall General Plan 
project was taken as a USC Urban Planning Depart¬ 
ment class project in 1990 with the assistance of Tom 
O’Brien, part-time intern. An ad hoc committee ap¬ 
proved the revision with recommendations in 1991. 

In May 1992, as a USC class project, they edited, 
updated and reviewed the General Plan as a whole and 
the Housing Element. Recommendations went to 
the Planning Commission in July. 

In November the city was given a formal reprimand 
for failure to submit and have a certified Housing Ele¬ 
ment. 

The city has had a Housing Element on file 
since 1972 and, according to the staff information, 
“It may not meet the letter of the law of the advisory 
guidelines; however, the city has felt it meets the 
general overall guidelines required for the Housing 
Element.” _ 


Although it was supposed to be reviewed and 
amended or revised, that has not happened. 

City Administrator Jim McRea agreed that citi¬ 
zens need to be a part of the design of the General 
Plan and Housing Element and City Councilman 
Gary Adams said he felt there was a need to identify 
the area in town for low cost housing. 

Cline said, “You’re just talking about low cost 
housing. The Legislature is thinking of removing 
funds from towns that don’t comply.” 

At this point there was a motion to refer the 
item back to the Planning Commission for a public 
hearing and it unanimously passed. 

Marilyn Sailor voiced her concern that the city’s 
action was not legal. “We’ve gone 21 years without 
a General Plan review...There is a threat to the city. 
The longer a plan goes without review by the citizens... 
The General Plan is intended to reflect the needs of 
the community. This community has changed in 21 
years.” 

She cautioned, “If one element of the General 
Plan is invalid, the whole General Plan is invalid.” 

Staff will prepare a time frame for the Housing 
Element. _

Tcharkhoutian proposes list of 
public works improvements 


Kev Tcharkhoutian, director of public works in 
Sierra Madre, reported this week that several “infra¬ 
structure” jobs are in the works in Sierra Madre, 
waiting for an OK from the City Council, following 
their final budget disposition. 

“We arc now spending $10,(XX) in-house, putting 
in a volleyball court with parking next to the tennis 
courts near Sierra Vista Park and we should finish 
that project by June,” he said. 

Another in-house job, costing $15,(XX), that is 
on the books is repainting of stop bars and pavement 
markings around Sierra Madre. Tcharkhoutian hopes 
to be able to reconstruct city sidewalks within the next 
four-five months. That would cost $120,(XX). 

For $100,(K)0, he is proposing reconstruction of 
sewer mains with work starting in June. 

The corporate yards are in need of entrance im¬ 


provement, security, safety, new gas pumps and drain¬ 
age, at a cost of S2(X).000. Those plans, if accepted 
by the council, would begin in July. 

Tcharkhoutian reported that the city needs water 
reservoir inspection and rehabilitation, costing $175,000. 

Traffic signs, w hich are between 30 and 40 years 
old, need replacing. The director of public works 
said that these could be replaced for S15,(X)0 in-house, 
which would give us fluorescent signs that could be 
seen at night. 

Street reconstruction at $6(X>,iX)0 is another proj¬ 
ect that Tcharkhoutian would like to see come to pass 
as well as a new sprinkler system and replacement of 
sod. 

“By spending dollars today, we’re investing 
money foi the future of our children,” Tcharkhoutian 
concluded. 






CITY COMPLETES ONE PROJECT, WORKING ON OTHER — Sierra Madre has hired workers to 
complete replacement of the water mains as of December at the cost of $500,000 and is almost at 
the end of completing replacement of streets in Sierra Madre. The cost of the latter job is $550,000.

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Taxes - 
an unpopular 
subject 

Taxes are never popular. Extra 
fees are never popular. When it conies 
time to ferret out more money, everyone 
gets panicky. 

That is probably why many citizens 
as well as merchants are beginning to 
count up how much a utility tax will 
cost them. Small businesses and large 
businesses alike will feel the impact in 
these times when merchants are trying 
to turn off lights that seem unneeded, 
putting off turning on the air conditioner, 
requesting less use of the telephone. 

We took an unscientific poll of a 
few of our leading businesses in Sierra 
Madre to ask how much they spend on 
utilities and how an extra tax would af¬ 
fect them. The impact in all cases would 
be great. 

One of our largest businesses uses 
$5000 per month worth of utilities dur¬ 
ing off season with about $6000 spent 
in summer. That business would have 
to come up with between $300 and $360 
per month, or $3600 to $4320 per year 
more if the 6 percent utility tax is passed. 

A small business that spends $550 a 
month on gas, electricity, telephone 
and water would have to cough up $33 
a month, or $396 a year extra. That is 
about what the large business spends a 
month. 

Another targe business spends about 
$1000 per month - with an added $60 
for the tax. For the year he would have 
to come up with $720 more for the tax. 

One other large business open long 
hours spends between $1600 and $2000 
per month which translates into $96 to 
$120 a per month more. That equals $1152 
annually to $1440 a year for the utility 
tax. 

Still another larger business spends 
$1800 to $2000 per month on utilities. 
He quickly penciled what he would be 
spending a year - $108 to $120 extra a 
month or $1296 to $1440 per year. 

These are major amounts, especially 
for merchants who admit to falling on 
hard times. It’s tougher out there now. 
Money isn’t so easy to come by and it 
surely is not falling off the pepper trees.

As a result of watching 
a tape on the City Council 
meeting on Apr. 13, con¬ 
cerning the rehabilitation 
of Windsor Lane, several 
concerns become apparent. 

Of the six attendees at 
the street meeting Mar. 30, 
four people were in favor 
of Plan A, but would ac¬ 
cept Plan B without trees. 


One person was in favor 
of Plan C and one un¬ 
known. 

It was stipulated that 
trees planted next to the 
west side building would 
attack the street and build¬ 
ing. Why would the trees 
planted on the east side 
be any different? 

The concern of the 
tenant and landlord of the 
east building is not only 
“leaves on the roof,” but 
anything that would “im¬ 
pede, or detract from a 
person’s ability to park a 
car or open a car door, 
or by any nature detract 
from available parking,” 
major deliveries and trash 
pickup also would be af¬ 
fected. 

To use the excuse that 
the area behind Kersting 
Court is going to be re¬ 
developed on a large 
enough scale to require 
primary entrance through 
Windsor Lane is not real¬ 
istic. 

We do not mean to im¬ 
ply that we are against up¬ 
dating Windsor Lane. But

Chicken every Sunday

The year 1932 opened on a glum note. Three 
holiday seasons had passed, each one more dis¬ 
couraging than the one before. Worse, there 
was a sense of futility, a feeling that no one knew 
the answers, so the Depression went ever deeper. 
Pluma and 1 had built our home the year pre¬ 
viously, thinking that the bottom had been reached. 
Our house stood there, a beautiful brick struc¬ 
ture in the center of acres of weeds. Our lawn 
was the one green spot in the whole area, and 
the gophers loved it. In early 1932, something 
happened, almost of a hilarious nature, some¬ 
thing that changed our lives. We were offered a 
chance to buy the lot next door for $1000, with 
$150 down and $15 per month. In half jest, I 
offered to pay $15 down on the down payment, 
and they took it. One facetious remark and we 
were the owners of another one-sixth acre of 
weeds, including two near-dead orange trees. 

There was only one answer - try to make 
something of it, and to that end I called on my 
growing up years in rural Illinois. I scratched 
up enough money to buy material to fence the 
rear 30 feet of the lot and to build a small chicken- 
house. Egg ranches on Santa Anita Ave. and 
Duarte Rd. were anxious to sell young roosters 
for 10 cents each, six weeks old and fully feathered. 

1 bought 20 for $2 and another $3 bought six 
young hens, or pullets. I took them home, clipped 
their wings and fed them clover clippings from 
the lawn, corn that cost $1 for 100 pounds, and 
all the kitchen refuse available. They grew like 
magic. Nursery stock was dirt cheap, literally, 
so 1 put out trees on the remainder of the lot and 
planted vegetables in the open spaces. All this 
took lots of work, but my regular job of painting 
houses was at an all-time low ebb, so 1 had 
plenty of time. By early summer some of the 
vegetables were ready, and by late summer, 
everything was in full swing. The hens were 
turning out more eggs than we could use, and 
corn, tomatoes, cucumbers, beans and more 
were daily fare. The ground was rich, but loose 


and gravelly. Animal fertilizer, lawn clippings 
and cleanings from the chicken pen soon turned 
it into first class soil. Every Saturday afternoon 
1 dressed two chickens and they joined the gar¬ 
den produce to make a sumptuous Sunday din¬ 
ner. It was truly “chicken every Sunday.” We 
were so very lucky. This almost idyllic situation 
would go on until World War II, which would 
change everything forever. 

There were snatches of humor, even in the 
hard times. Two years after we were established 
on the second lot, a house was built directly 
across the street from us. The owner was a Scots¬ 
man of the old school. He soon became a cus¬ 
tomer for eggs. One of our hens laid a double- 
yolked egg several times a month, and her regular 
eggs dwarfed what are now termed “large.” I 
always tried to include one of the extra-sized 
eggs in each dozen I sold to our thrifty neighbor. 
Once, as he handed over the 15 cents, he said, 
“Well, you have at least one hen who lays a decent 
egg.” 

Sometime in the next year 1 got a job paint¬ 
ing a large home in San Marino, a real windfall. 
The lady of the house was interested in my stories 
about my miniature farm and expressed a wish to 
buy one of those super roosters 1 had bragged 
about. The next day 1 dressed the biggest chicken 
in the flock and proudly delivered it to her door. 
When told the price, $1.25, she was indignant 
and accused me of over-charging her. She never 
bought another chicken. 

It all seems incredible now - the ridiculous 
real estate prices, the low wages or the oppor¬ 
tunity to have a miniscule farm inside city limits. 
Another sign of the times were the taxes. In the 
fall of 1932 we paid the first full year taxes on 
our new home: for house, lot and personal pos¬ 
sessions, the Pasadena city tax was $43.44. Times 
were generally hard; the nation was still reeling 
from the Depression. The radio crackled daily 
with the ominous news of wars in other parts of 
the world. Unwittingly,-and with good luck and 
hard work, we had created our own little Shangri- 
la.

Peter Roldan, a student from Duarte who at¬ 
tends La Salle High School, surprised Sierra Madre 
Councilmembers Tuesday evening when he challenged 
the prayer recited after the Pledge of Allegiance at 
the council meetings.

Father^ son 
suggest music, 
not fees, to bring 
in city revenue 

At a recent Sierra Madre City Council meeting, 
Kraig Pakulski, son of Linus and Mary Jane Pakul- 
ski of Sierra Madre, suggested organizing a drum and 
bugle corps in Sierra Madre as a money-making ac¬ 
tivity. 

“It’s an incredible opportunity for Sierra Madre 
and for youth 14 to 21 years old,” Pakulski said. 

A group such as this could raise considerable 
funds with their performances which can reach 40,000 
people at one time, he explained. “There’s a big 
audience for this kind of performance generated by 
students...! was so enticed by this incredible exper¬ 
ience.” 

He is presently a music student at UCLA. 

He said to the City Council, “If we had your 
support to have a drum and bugle corps. I’m here to 
help think about it.” 

Pakulski also suggested supporting a small band 
to play in Kersting Court once a week. He felt this 
would be another way of generating revenue. 

Kraig’s father, Linus, also had suggestions for 
raising revenues for the city, one of which would also 
be concerts in Kersting Court. 

He said he was not in favor of all the fees being 
suggested for the residents to pay. “I’m in favor of 
a cutback of 50 percent. It will hurt.” 

He said he believed that a reasonable cutback 
with part-time help would be one way to save funds 
for the city. 

“Keep lead people for one to two years, then 
hire contractors, part-time help at 19‘/2 hours per 
week. This number of hours of work gives them no 
benefits, no SDI, no sick leave, and it takes minimal 
bookkeeping,” he suggested. 

“Ten years ago there were eight people in the 
Police Department...Look at the city yards depart¬ 
ment. Couldn’t that be cut?” 

All Sierra Madre residents will have an oppor¬ 
tunity to air their views at the Tuesday, May 4 town 
meeting at 7 p.m. at Sierra Madre Elementary School.

team members as well as 
members of the elite 
Mountain Rescue Asso¬ 
ciation. 

As the final step in ac¬ 
ceptance to full team mem¬ 
bership, Art Fortini, Ron 
Hanson and Randy Katai 
successfully passed the 
demanding and strenuous 
field rescue skills test at 
Fossil Falls, a popular 
rock climbing area in the 
Owens Valley. The all¬ 
day test included prob¬ 
lems in victim evacuation, 
retrieval of fallen climb¬ 
ers, personal climbing 
skills, and other difficult 
rescue problems. 

Fortini, 31, lives in 
Pasadena. He is assistant 
manager of Research and 
Development at Ultra- 
met in Pacoima, a com- 


ly become additions to the growing number of home¬ 
less in this area. 

Due to the seriousness of the fall, and the possi¬ 
bility of the young woman having severe internal in¬ 
juries, the crew on the scene requested that a rescue 
helicopter be called. Los Angeles County Fire De¬ 
partment Air Squad 17, based at the department’s 
Eastern Air Operations, near the Whittier Narrows 
Dam, responded immediately. 

Within 20 minutes, the helicopter was in the can¬ 
yon, hovering over the victim and the Sierra Madre 
crew. Rescue Team members strapped the young 
woman into a litter, and she was hoisted into the heli¬ 
copter and flown to Huntington Hospital. There she 
was treated for a broken wrist and numerous abrasions. 
After spending a night at the hospital for observation, 
the victim was released, hopefully to find safer pur¬ 
suits than to try going cross-country off the trails. 

Within IVi hours from the initial Sierra Madre 
Police Department page, all Rescue Team members 
were out of the canyons and on their way home.

Responding to a telephone call from an unidenti¬ 
fied informant, the Sierra Madre Police Department 
last Wednesday afternoon paged the Rescue Team 
for a rescue on the Mt. Wilson Trail. The team re¬ 
sponded within 15 minutes with 10 team members. 

An initial search of the trail as far as First Water 
failed to locate anyone in trouble. In addition to fur¬ 
ther searches of areas near the trail, team members 
were then sent up the bottom of Little Santa Anita 
Canyon from the dam. 

Within just a few minutes, the crews in the can¬ 
yon had located the victim. She had fallen more than 
60 feet down a steep slope below Rescue Ridge, end¬ 
ing up in the swiftly flowing water in the canyon bot¬ 
tom. A companion had climbed down to her and 
moved her out of the water. The victim was a 23-year- 
old woman; she and her 41-year-old male companion 
were from Redlands. They had apparently been plan¬ 
ning to find a home in the canyon as they had recent-

The first Epistle to the 
Corinthian church tells 
us that, “Love always 
protects, always trusts, 
always hopes, always pre¬ 
serves. Love never fails.” 
Interesting that the pro¬ 
tective quality of love is 
placed first in the hier¬ 
archy. However, when 
you reflect for a moment, 
you can glean the merit 
from this Pauline state¬ 
ment. God, throughout 
the Scriptures, tells us 
of His protection and 
constantly implements the 
statement by carrying out 
His protective promise 
in our lives. Love is a 
tender and precious thing 
and must be protected be¬ 
cause love that isn’t pro¬ 
tected will never last. 

Love that is exposed 
to the surf of life without 
protection will erode. 
Life can be cruel and can 
strip the very marrow 
from the love that you 
hold. Except for the love 
of God, love is not a lim¬ 
itless emotion and must 


be replenished. This pro¬ 
tection implicitly con¬ 
notes nurture and response, 
for if it is only a one-way 
street, it will drain the pro¬ 
tector. The ability to love 
is drainable. You can give, 
give, give and if there is 
no refueling process in¬ 
volved, you end up with 
nothing. 

Putting these two pre¬ 
cepts together, what we 
learn from Scripture is 
that you must recognize 
the ephemeral quality of 
“human” love. Our love 
for one another needs 
care, protection and safe¬ 
guard in order to survive. 
If we just rely upon pro¬ 
tection without anything 
else, we are headed for 
disaster. We must feed 
and nurture that love, 
otherwise, it will dry up 
and die. That’s all the 
bad news. Now for the 
good news. If this love 
that we have for one an¬ 
other resides in God, then 
we rely upon His protec¬ 
tion and His nurturing, 
and this is limitless and 
endless.
